BRAZOS FLOOD CONTROL AND 
CONSERVATION 
On August 21 of this year a constitutional amendment 
election is to be held in which EVTERY VOTER in BRAZOS 
COUNTY should cast his vote FAVORABLY to the propo­ 
sition. 
It is simply the proposition of putting in business­ 
like form the RECLAMATION AND CONSERVATION of 
Texas, the irrigation of our arid lands, the development of 
water power and the CONTROL OF FLOODS 
such 
as 
those that have frequently devastated the crops in the 
valley of the Brazos river. 
Under the plan proposed in the Constitutional amend­ 
ment, districts would be formed according to natural lines. 
That is to say, that the people living in the watershed of a 
certain stream, or a portion of them, could form a district, 
vote bonds for the erection of lakes to hold flood waters, 
build dams and levees where necessary and in other ways 
STOP THE FLOOD WATERS AT THEIR SOURCE or near 
it, store them for future use in irrigation, and develop water 
powrer, one of the greatest needs of Texas in industrial de­ 
velopment. 
We must not forget that wre raise immense 
quantities of cotton, nearly every bale of which we ship to 
other countries and other states, and buy it back, with 
freight charges and profits added, in the shape of cotton 
goods. 
Sqme economists have figured that wre pay, on an 
average, $1.50 a pound for the cotton we sell for 15 cents. 
But Texas lacks natural power for the development of 
mills. 
We have insufficient coal for fuel. 
Wood as a fuel 
is out of the question, and oil is too expensive for use 
largely in industrial plants. 
The best and cheapest pow­ 
er is water, and we have so few streams suitable for the 
purpose that capital has been indifferent about employing 
them. 
However, is it not possible that the Brazos river, 
for example, and its tributaries, carry off enough water in 
a single season, to furnish power sufficient to run several 
cotton mills, and thus conserve our wealth? 
We could not 
expect to make up the entire cotton crop of Texas into cot­ 
ton goods, but suppose we handle a half million bales. 
At 
15 cents a pound the farmers wTould realize 
$37,500,000. 
Convert that into cotton cloth and there would be added 
to the wealth of Texas ten times that, namely, $375,000,- 
J000. 
Texas is losing the difference between 
these 
two 
sums, losing absolutely, because, aside from the profits 
made by Texas dealers, every cent paid for cotton goods 
is sent to manufacturers in other states and 
countries. 
It is first class economic policy not only to bring the 
other fellow’ and his money to us, but to hold onto that 
which we have. 
And that is exactly what Texas has not 
been doing. 
With the exception of clay products, there is 
no manufacturing industry in Texas that is not dependent 
upon manufacturers in other states for its raw materials. 
The iron used in Texas factories 
comes 
largely 
from 
Pennsylvania. 
Oil of course wfe have, but it is no more 
a manufactured product than raw’ cotton. 
* And that is the point. 
We have been selling our raw materials and buying 
them back at tremendously advanced prices. 
While the development 
of water power is proble­ 
matical as a result of this constitutional amendment, the 
conservation of our natural resources in 
other ways is 
something that is w’orth every cent that it will ever cost. 
We have no*figures on Brazos county particularly, but let 
us consider the fact that the loss of a bale of cotton on 
every acre of bottom land along the river would not only 
be a loss to the grower, but w’ould have its effec t on e\ery 
business enterprise in Bryan. 
At 15 cents a 
pound 
the 
loss of a bale totals $75, IOO bales $7,500, 1000 bales $75,- 
000 and so on. 
It is a loss the character of which makes 
it impossible to regain. 
We cannot recoup losses of grow­ 
ing crops. 
Once lost they are gone forever. 
One flood, 
devastating the cotton in the river bottoms in this county, 
then, would destroy more, and destroy it absolutely, than 
the cost of preventing those floods for fifty years, or more. 
Then there is the other consideration, the irrigation 
feature of the amendment. 
One of the strong arguments 
in favor of this amendment is the possibility it opens of 
creating irrigation wrater in the more arid sections of the 
state by any method most suitable to the special needs ct 
each district. 
In Brazos county, for example, not much 
demand exists for irrigation, yet is it not possible to de­ 
velop more fruit orchards and truck gardens and even di­ 
versify more extensively if a supply of water could be main­ 
tained at dry seasons of the year or in years when the 
rainfall is deficient? 
While the possible development of industries based 
on irrigation might not justify the expense, there are sec­ 
tions where it, is justifiable, and it is for them 
that 
we 
should vote on August 21.
